DU BOIS CASE CLOSED AS 
RESULT FINDING WOMAN'S 
BODY AND MAN'S SUICIDE 


PLYMOUTH, Mass., Sept. 17.— 


(/P)—Charles DuBois, wealthy jew- 
eler, dug his 
wife's 
basement 


tomb while she sat above and lis- 
tened, unknowing its meaning. 


She wrote to a friend, a Mrs. 


Gillott, that her 
husband 
was 
acting 'queerly, that in the cellar 
he would "dig for days" and bo 
strangely silent when he came up. 
It was in this basement 
grave 
that Mrs. DuBois1 body was found 
last night after the jeweler, com- 
mitted suicide by shooting himself 
with the same calibre of bullet 
that ended the life ot his wife. 
Police said Mrs. DuBois also 


wrote to Mrs. Gillott that her 
husband apparently 
no 
longer 


loved her and was "like a crazy 
man over that other woman," 


DuBois was 39, one year young- 


er than his wife. His home was 
in Tuokahoe, N. Y. The cottage 
in which his wife was slain and 
burled was his summer residence. 


After the body was placed in 
the concrete crypt, DuBois enter- 
tained at say parties in a bottle- 
strewn room only eight feet above 
his wife's bodv. detectives said. 
As they past new light on the 
case before marking it "closed." 


DuBois, against whom the po- 


lice had sought a murder war- 
rant in vain because they had no 
corpus delicti, killed himself in 
a Quincy rooming house. He had

A few blows x of a sledge laid 


ocen the funeral vault, a strong 
concrete box in the cellar.

body lay inside, wrapped in black 
cloth, a 
pillow underneath 
the 


head and a window cord about 
the waist. 
Medical 
examination 


showed Mrs. Du Bols died of a 
bullet wound about Aug. 10, the 
day when police had figured she 
disappeared. 
After DuBois was released last 


Monday by a Judge who refused 
to issue a warrant for him, po- 
lice questioned Miss Grace At- 
wood of Middleboro, blonde and 
youthful daughter of a wealthy 
manufacturer. They said she told 
them she had been tsiendly with 
JDuBois. He had 
Informed her, 


she said, that his wife was killed 
In an automobile accioent in Mon- 
treal. Authorities absolved Miss 
Atwood of any knowledge of the 
slaying. 
Claimed Was Foundation. 


Lawrence Frasler, former chauf- 


feur for the DuBois family, was 
brought here from Braintree for 
questioning. He told police he as-

Texas Cotton Co-Op 


Severely Denounced 


AUSTIN, 
Sept. 
16.— (^P)— After 


hearing a scathing denunciation 
of tlje Texas Cotton Co-Operative 
Association by Senator Joe Moore 
of 
Greenville, 
the 
senate today 


refused 
to concur in house ac- 


tion which would have terminated 
a legislative committee investiga- 
tion of the co-operative. 


Senator Moore said Ihe fact of- 


ficials 
of the 
co-operative were 


endeavoring to block the investi- 
gation was "self-conviction." He 
stated if there was no -basis for 
thp charges of malfeasance and 
misappropriation 
of funds made 


against certain officials of the or- 
ganization, the association would 
welcome an inquiry. 


The senate had adopted a reso-

struction of values" that allegedly 
followed publication of the Sep- 
tember 8 government cotton crop 
report.

resolution cited that al- 


though the September 8 estimate 
showed an increase of only 4,000 
bales in the anticipated produc- 
tion and sales of textiles had in- 
creased 282 per cent and unfilled 
orders 113 per cent that the price 
of cotton had been forced down 
$10 per bale. In view of the small 
crop and the 
increased produc- 


tion more than $200,000,000 would 
have been plated in the arteries 
of trade had thS^rice level been 
maintained, •• the resolution stated.
